Canadian Rakes Upper Works of 
Alleged Poacher on Lake Erie. 


STERN CHASE OF EIGHT MILES

American Limps to Port, Listing 
Badly, with Two Men Wounded. 


Erie, Pa., Sept. :\17.—[Special.]—‘ Ameri- 
cans never surrénder,”’ shouted Capt. Nels 
Fasel of the fishing tug Harry G. Barnhurst 
to the commander of the Canadian cruiser 
Vigilant in Lake Erie this afternoon, in re- 
sponse to a signal to stop or the boat would 
be fired upon. “Phe Canadian’s reply was a 
volley from the suns of the gavegraas patrol 


boat. :. 

Thereupon was started a wild chase for the 
boundary line that lasted almost an hour be- 
fore the Barnhurst, the largest and best built 
tug in the fishing business out of this port, 
crossed the line and made off home with cargo 


and crew. 

One man fainted; the fireman, with shovel 
poised, and two or three are said to have been 
wounded by splinters. Thirty shots struck 
the Barnhurst, and the Canadians worked 
desperately to overhaul the boat. 


Ship’s Upper Works Shot Away. 

The whole upper part of the Barnhurst was 
shot away, and fifteen shots left unmistak- 
able signs of great damage. 

The men regard themselves fortunate in 
making their escape without any greater 
bodily harm, for, after the first two rounds 
from the Vigilant they say they heard shouts 
of “* Kill them!’ “ Sink the Yankees!’’ com- 
ing from the Canadian cruiser. 

Capt. Fasel says he was aware that he was 
close to the line, but could not have been 
more than four or five miles out in Canadian 
water when the cruiser appeared. His posi- 
tion became apparent at once, and hestarted 
to run. The Canadtans then made the sig- 
nals for him to stop or they would fire. He 
refused to obey; and all the while fishermen 
were cutting loose their lines and nets in 
readiness to save the boat, while the Vigi- 
lant bore down upon the boat with increasing 
speed. The Canadian would probably have 
rammed the fishing tug had not Capt. Fasel 
managed his boat skillfully. 


Two Are Wounded in Faces. 

Every man on the boat was ordered to keep 
under cover when the firing. began. Two 
men, however, stuck their heads above the 
sides of the tug and received splinters in 
their faces. The Canadians were firing to 
damage the tug, and tried to shoot holes 
into it, bret all they did was to tear away al- 
most all tie upper part of the boat. 

When the Barnhurst reached port it was 
listing badly to port, and will have to un- 
dergo extefisive repairs before it can go into 
service again. The boat ran about eight 
miles before it was out of danger, and the 
fishermen looked out and laughed at Capt. 
Dunn and hia men on the Vigilant. 


Fourth ‘Fired On in Week. 

The Barnhurst is the fourth American ves- 
sel fired on within a week by the Vigilant. 
The Bertha Cockrell was captured and taken 
to Port Dover, Ont., last Monday; the W. J. 
McCarter was fired upon twice on Wednes- 
day, but escaped with a large hole in its 
side, and the F. C. Oggel of the Keystone 
Fish company’s fleet was captured on Satur- 
day and taken to Port Dover, where it Is 
held pending settlement. The Grace M. was 
fired upon two months ago by the Vigilant 
while fishing in Canadian waters. 

All these vessels have been poaching, ac- 
cording to the claims of the Canadians, and 
haye been caught hauling in fish. 

Capt. Fasel admitted today that the Vigi- 
lant could have sent him to the bottom had 
the comimander wished to Go it.

TRAGEDY IN LOVERS’ LANE. 


Girl’s Wedding Soon Followed by 
Murder and Suicide. 


Jilted by his sweetheart, who had married 
his rival during his absence in Oklahoma, 
Harry Homan, 22 years old, of Hammond, 
Ind., shot and killed Mrs. Ida Taylor Jean- 
ette yesterday, and with the same revolver 
killed himself a moment later. The tragedy 
occurred at Cedar Lake, the scene of the 
young man’s courtship, in a pathway Known 


+ as Lovers’ lane. 


The bodies were laid side by side in the din- 
ing room of Binyon’s hotel, where the girl 
formerly was employed, and where she met 
the man who loved and murdered her. The 
coroner was notified and an inquest will be 
held today. 

The young woman was a bride of four 
weeks, the wife of Charles Jeanette, who had 
won her during the absence of Homan in 
Oklahoma on a business trip. For some time 
there had been bad blood between the rival 
suitors and at the end of a summer's court- 
ship Homan apparently was the favorite. 


Thinks His Wooing Successful. 

Miss Taylor was a brunette of striking 
beauty, 19 years old. Homan’s persistent at- 
tention, and the gifts he lavished on the girl, 
turned the balance in his favor, and it is said 
the young woman promised to become his 
wife. Elated at his success, Homan con- 
fided his good fortune in his friends at Ham- 
mond. Preparations for the wédding were 
begun. A few days later Homan was called 
to Oklahoma to look after his mining inter- 
ests. His sudden departure encouraged 
Jeanette, who, previous to the arrival of 
Homan at the lake resort, was the favored 
suitor of the girl. 

Within less than a week after the de- 
parture of his rival, Jeanette had stepped 
into his shoes. A wedding ceremony was 
performed at Crown Point, the Rev. Mr. 
Brown, pastor of the First Methodist Epis- 
copal church, officiating. When news of 


the wedding reached the disappointed lover 


he sent a pathetic message back to his father, 
Charles G. Homan, proprietor of Homan’s 
opera house in Hammond. 

‘“T have lost all interest in life, 
gage read. 

Tragedy in ‘Lovers’ Lane.” 

Shortly after its receipt the young man 
himself arrived at Hammond. Meeting the 
young woman at Cedar Lake, he reproached 
her for having jilted him. She told her friends 
he had threatened to kill her, News of the 
marriage, together with the rumors of the 
threats reported to have been made against 
Mrs. Jeanette, was published in a local news- 
paper, but the friends of the young woman 
evidently did not take the matter seriously. 

Putting the newspaper clipping tn his pocket 
on Saturday, Homan attended a Pythias pic- 
nic at Lowell, expecting to find his former 
sweetheart there. Disappointed in this ex- 
pectation, he went from Lowell to Cedar 
Lake, where he visited the scenes of former 
happy hours. Mr. and Mrs. Jeanette had 
driven to the lake from their residence at 
Steger, Ll. 

The young wife strolied out for a walk in 
“tLovers’ Lane.” Scarcely a: moment after 
her departure two shots were heard. The 
bodies of the two young persons were found 
Mrs. Jeanette had been shot 
through the heart ahd Homan through the 
head.

cautioning them against the *‘ good fellow.” 
The Sunday school room was crowded, many 
visitors being present. 

“I wish to add a few remarks to those 
which I made last Sunday about the drunk- 
ard. Then I warned the class against the 
‘ good fellow.’ This is not the only aspect of 
life which I would warn you against. A man 
does not have to drink to be witty.. A drunk- 
ard’s jibberings are not wit, neither are they 
humor. They are the most terribly serious 
thing in the world. The man who mutters 
them is a veritable social wreck. 


Tells of Student in Gutter. 

‘* You will find that a man may be wittier, 
more brilliant, attractive, and of greater 
help to his fellowman who never has tasted 
a drop of intoxicants. With the first drink

Coughlin’s constituents, or at least: those 
of them who sent him to the council, are 
more. interested in getting the “lid” taken 
off than they are in municipal ownership. 
If the mayor persists in keeping on the “lid ”’ 
he hardly can ask for the support of Ald.

In other wards political conditions’ have 
placed democratic aldermen, if not in’ oppo- 
sition to the mayor’s plan, at least In the 
doubtful lst. In the Fifth Ald. McCormick 
and Martin are fighting each other. So far 
neither has been “ recognized ”’ by the ad- 
ministration. If the mayor supports one he 
loses the other. In the Ninth and Eleventh 
wards Ald. Fick and Cullerton are being 
fought by the political friends of the mayor, 
and naturally are hostile. So in the Thir- 
teenth the mayor is backing John A. Owens 
in the war he is making on Ald. Considine 
and Riley. In the Nineteenth ward alsp Ald. 
Powers is being opposed by the friends of 
the mayor. Ald. O’Connell of the Thirty- 
first probably would be with the mayor were 
it not for the fact that the “ contract plan ”’ 
gives no promise of better service to his con- 
stituents. 


RATE LEGISLATION TOBE URGED 


Convention of Trade, Industrial, and 
Producing Interests to Be Held 
in Chicago. 


Delegates representing the various trade, 
industrial, and producing interests of the 
country are to hold a convention in Chicago 
Oct. 26-27. The object of the convention is 
to impress upon congress the extent of the 
demand of the people of all parts of the coun- 
try for legislation outlined in the president's 
last annual message to congress, as follows: 

The interstate commerce commission should be 
vested with the power, where a given rate hag been 
Challenged and after full hearing found to be un- 
reasonable, to decide, subject to judicial review, 
what shall be a reasonable rat® to take its place; the 
ruling of the commission to take effect immediately 
and to obtain unless and until jt is reversed by the 
court of review. 

The convention also will endeavor to arouse 
public interest in the movement.

MEN FROM SOUTH CHICAGO IN- 
Ps nee CLUBHOUSE. 


Sail to Foot of ‘Thirty-thira Street 
Under Black Flag, Row Ashore in 
Yawl, and Chase Members of the 
Douglas ‘Yacht Organisation from 
Their Quarters—Police Are Called 
and Attacking Party Rows Back to 
Yacht and Sails Away. ;

NILES, MICH., MAN SAYS HE SAW 
FORMER CASHIER IN 1902. 


Richard Dougan Declares That He 
Met and Talked With Missing Man 
at Time Suits to Collect Insurance 
Money Were Started—Asserts That 
He Was in Good Health, and That 
He Declared He Was Working for 
the New York Life. 


New evidence to show that George A. Kim- 
mel, the missing banker of Arkansas City, 
was alive and well at the time the first at- 
tempts were made to secure his insurance 
money from the New York Lifeécompany was 
furnished last night by Richard Dougan of 
Niles, Mich., who asserts that he saw and 
talked with the former cashier In Phila- 
delphia on March 1, 1902. 

Dougan has made a statement to the in- 
surance compary, in which ye tells ofhis 
meeting with Kimmel. 

* While walking west in.Chéstnut street,” 
he asserts, “I met George A. Kimmel face 
to face. When he saw me, he turned ab- 
ruptiy and hurried away. I followed and 
overtook him, and said: ‘ Hello, George.’ 
He answered: ‘ Now that you have me, what 
are you going to do with me?’ I replied: 
‘Nothing. I have nothing against you. . I 
just stopped you to shake hands with a dead 
one.’ He said that if he thought I would not 
keep secret our meeting he would kill himself 
that day. I asked him what he was doing 
and he replied with a laugh: that he was 
working for the New York Life Insurance 
company.”’ 


Well Acquainted with Kimmel. 


Dougan, it is alleged, was well acquainted 
with Kimmel, who at.one tinte was the as- 
sistant cashier of the defunct First National 
bank of Niles. Mr. Dougan, whose mother 
was a stockholder In the bank, had nothing 
to gain, it\is claimed, but on the contrary 
would be the loser by telling of his talk with 
Kimmel, from the fact that the receiver of 
this same bank was trying to éollect*the in- 
surance on Kimmel to settle a claim of $5,000 
due the Institution. For this: reason, it Is 
said, that Dougan should havé no cause for 
making his statement in regard to the miss- 
ing man unless it were true. | 


Defunct Bank Seeks Insurance. 

The defunct Niles bank is endeavoring to 
collect the insurance tn settlement of claims 
resulting from the transactioifs of former 
Cashier Johnson and his nephew, Kimmel.

Detective Dodd, leader of the detail assigned 
to the work. 

Moore.is a mulatto, who for years has been

place occupies three floors of a double build- 
‘Ing. A caféand gambling house on the sec- 
ond floor and billiard and card rooms adjoin- 
ing a saloon on the first fioor, have been the 
headquarters of scores of negro and white 
men-and women. In a luxuriously furnished 
room above the saloon attomobile and 
“shumming " parties, of which whites and 
negroes have been members, were supplied 
with refreshments, usually of the Baud 
variety. 


Raid Follows Investigation. 


An investigation of the place was made 
Friday night on reports received by the chief 

n@ at 1 o’clock yesterday morning Detec- 
five Dodd and five assistants dashed up the 
stairway to the room where a negro orchestra 
was playing “ ragtime.”’ 

Two richly attired white women, dancing 
with negro partners, attempted flight, but the 
‘detectives barred their way. The women 
were stopped while Thornton Wilitams, man- 
ager of the resort, protested that there had 
been no intentional violation of the law. 
The white escorts of the women begged 

that they be permitted to gO to their auto- 
mobile and depart. 

‘Up to date there has baien nothing doing,” 
declared Dodd, “but I’m going to read the 
riot act here, and,” nodding to the mana- 
ger, ‘I want you to understand it and send 
it down the line. This has got to be a negro 
saloon ora white one. Keep white men and 
women out of here or we will take in every 
one in the place. This order goes for every 
place, and the next white persons caught in 
here go to the station.’ ; 


Violations of Law Found. 


The white inmates departed hurriedly, and 
the detectives visited every floor of the place 
in search of gambling paraphernalia... Chips, 
dice, and a “crap” table, that had been 
stored away since the beginning of the gam- 
bling crusade, were confiscated. The room 
in which the motley company was found was 
deelared to be arranged in violation of the 
wineroom orunances, and the employés Were 
given an hour in which to tear down parti- 
tions and remove the furniture. 

On a lower floor a score of negroes and 
whites were playing pool. The white in- 
mates were questioned, searched, and 
warned, On.one man a revolver and a con- 
stable’s commission from South Chicago were 
found. The owner declared he had visited 
the place in search of a fugitive and was 
allowed to depart. 

Upstairs a dozen employés and hangers on 
worked vigorously to remove the furnish- 
ings, shattering much of the stuff in their 
haste. A number of negro resorts in the 
same district were visited by the squadron 
in the morning, and a similar warning 
against the race mingling was given. 

Many of the negro saloons derive most of 
their trade from white patrons, and the order 
of the detectives created consternation in 
the district. Last night no white men or 
women could be seen in the many hegro sa- 
loons along Dearborn street and Armour 
avenue. 


Collins Gives His Position. 


“We haven't drawn the color line dis- 
tinetly,” said Chief Collins later. “‘ Many 
of the whites frequenting the resorts are 
thieves, and the saloon of Moore is a particu- 
larly disreputable one. The men would 
have made no mistake in arresting anyone in 
it, white or black. 

“I don’t believe in the mixing of the races 
in the resorts, and while that may not bs 
the cause of the raids, a white man or woman 
in one of the places can be fairly certain of 
a patrol wagon ride if seen by a policeman: 
That, of course, applies to the saloons known 
to be disreputable.’’ 


JEFFERSON CITY CUT OFF; 
MANY TOURISTS MAROONED. 


Floods in Missourl Have Destroyed 
Train Service East and West—Two 
Killed, Fifteen Hurt in Wreck. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 17.—As a conse- 
quence of the heavy rains, Jefferson City has 
been isolated for the last twenty hours as far 
as train communication with the outside 
world is concerned. Many persons en route 
for points east and west are detained here. . 

Carrollton is experiencing the worst flood 
since 1888. At that place seven inehes of 
water has fallen in the last twenty-four 
hours and eleven inches since Thursday. 

All residents in the lowlands are moving 
out, and the Standard Oil works, the city 
waterworks, and the electric ight plant are 
threatened and may have toshut down. The 
water is rising at the rate of four inches an. 
hour, The damage to crops in the Wakenda 
and Turkey creek bottoms is heavy. 

Six inches of rain has fallen at Marshall 
since yesterday, and the Salt Fork river 
near that city is over a mile wide. The 
Missouri Pacific tracks are flooded for a 
considerable distance, and much of the track 
has been washed away. 

A Missouri! Pacific steel bridge 130 feet long 
over the Lamine river at Otterville went 
out today, and traffic on the eastern division 
of the main line out of Kansas City will be 
impeded for a day or so. 


Train Leaves Track; Two Dead. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 17.—The fast passen- 
ger train for the southwest, which left here 
last night over the Iron Mountain route, 
was wrecked today near Arcadia, Mo. Two 
trainmen were killed and fifteen passengers 
injured. The train, which was unusually 
long, left the rails on a curve which had been 
weakened by a washout. The engine turned 
over,

Police to Watch Cabmen. 

While satisfied that Sergeant Ward, in- 
spector of vehicles, has not been derelict in 
his duties, Chief Collins feels that the num- 
ber of assistants allotted him to supervise 
the actions of the hundreds of drivers in the 
city is insufficient and a number of patrol- 
men, in uniform and citizen's dress, may be 
assigned to his office to assist in the work of 
checking the demands. of the drivers. 

A closer surveillance of the actions of.the 
cabmen stationed about the railway termi- 
nals also is probable. A great majority of 
the complaints forwarded to police head- 
quarters are from relatives of immigrants, 
who tell of the fleecing of the new arrivals in 
the city. The ignorance of the victims, who 
are unable to identify the swindlers or tell 
the numbers of the vehicles, hampers the 
work of the chief in seeking the culprits, 


Many Difficulties in Search. 


The pursuit of “* floaters’ and cabmen who 
hide their identification marks consumes 
much of the time of Sergeant Ward's force of 
four men. Since the ruling of Judge Dunne 
four years ago that no. cab stand is private 
property, a number of owners of vehicles 
have drifted nightly from stand to stand, 
usurping the places allotted to the regular 
*‘ cabbies.”” The absence of witnesses, who

“Again it isa matter for the public to assist 
us in,” he said. ‘“‘Grumbling and _ telling 
friends of the riatter will do no good in abat- 
ing it. Bring the evidence to the police de- 
partment, through any police station; every 
one is a suboffice for the department, and we 
can put the thieving cabman out of business 
and frighten his companion into becoming 
honest. Capt. Ward is prepared to make tite 
ordinance regarding vehicle rates one to be 
respected.”’ 


BOY SHOOTS AND KILLS MAN 
WHOIS TRYING TO STOP FIGHT 


Quarrel Over Dice Game Results in Strug- 


gle, and John-Engel Is Fatally In- 
jured While Trying to Disarm Youth. 
Youth. 


John Engel, a butcher living at 216 Or- 
chard street, was shot and killed last night 
while trying to disarm a youth in a fight 
resulting from a dice game. The quarrel 
took place in the saloon of Matthias Annen. 
220 Orchard street, and the shooting took 
place at the front door. Paul Bleich, 20 
years old, who is alleged to have killed En- 
gel, is under arrest. The saloonkeeper also 
was locked up. 

Young Bleich, with three companions, . 
went to Annen’s saloon, where they began 
to play at dice.

Engel 
fell to the ground with a bullet through his 
neck and another in his breast. Some one 
in the crowd hit Bleich in the face, knocking 
him unconscious. The injured man was 
hurried to the German hospital, where he 
died within five minutes. Detectives ar- 
rested Bleich and Annen.

Nevertheless, Mr. Ramsey has done a great 
deal for ‘the upbuilding of the Wabash. He 
has sapent large sums of money in.rehsa- 
bilitating the right of way and equipment, 
and in adding to.the mileage of the road and 
the acquiring of new lines and terminals. 
It is said to have cost the Wabash $20,000,000 
merely to gain entrance into Pittsburg, 
through the purchase of the Wabash-Pitts- 
burg terminal. And even with that terminus 
the Wabash had not succeeded in getting 
much traffic from the Pennsylvania lines, 
and it will require millions more to build 
from Pittsburg to tidewater. 


Turns Deficit Into Surplus. 

But the facts are that when Mr. Ramsey 
took the Wabash ten years ago it was in 
a bankrupt condition, running behind every 
year in its earnings. In the fiscal year of 
1898-04 the deficit was $671,765, and in the 
following year it was $542,906. By 1898 Ram- 
sey had managed to earn a surplus of $401,- 
475 for the year, and in 1900 the surplus 
was $420,110. 

The earnings have rote back into the prop- 
erty to a large extent. Many railroad men 
declare that Mr. Ramsey’s management has 
been extravagant, and the percentage of op- 
erating expenses, ranging from 72 
cent, with an average of 74 per cent, In a 
measure would bear out this’ assertion.

No 
evidences of a bullet could be astm mw tho 
surgeon removed the organ, and, hilidtig & 
in his hand, made a minute and thorough ex- 
amination. As soon as it was taken from the 
body.it was observed the heart seemed to 
beat more vigorously and with great regular- 


ity. 

Heart in Full View for an Hour. 
Attention was then given to the fleshy en- 
vironment in the heart region of the ches:, 
which was found to be greatly inflamed. For 
nearly an hour the search for the seat of the 
trouble continued, before the bullet was found 
imbedded in the flesh within a small fraction 
of an inch of the heart, upon which it had 
caused the pressure. 

During all the time of the operation the 
heart was tn full view of the physicians, per- 
forming its function of voluntary contraction 
and expansion, as it sent the patient’s blood 
through the arteries to the furthermost por- 
tion of his body. 

It was a spectacle such as few physicians 
have ever had the privilege to look’ upon, 
and it was only made possible in this case 
through the marvelous vitality of the pa- 
tient. After the bullet was removed the 
heart was put back into place and the ribs 
also were replaced and covered with the 


flesh. 
Man Relieved, but Weak. 

When the patient reeovered from the ef- 
fects of the aneesthetic he seemed to be much 
relieved, though naturally he was weak. 

The operation is said to be only the second 
one of its kind ever performed in this city. 
The other had been made at the Jeffersoa 
hospital several months ago, upon 4 pattent 
whose heart had been slashed by a knife 
thrust. The organ was taken out and the 
severed portion sewed together without in- 
terrupting the heart's action. 

In both cases the patients have been fine 
specimens of physical manhood. :

MODERN CHURCH HYMN BOOKS 
MAKE MANY METHODISTS GASP. 


Writers and Composers of Many Re- 
ligions, and Some with None, Have 
Contributed. 


New York, Sept: 17.—[Special.]—Old time 
Methodists gasped In amazement when they 
looked over the new hymnal of their church, 
which was today seen for the first time in 
their houses of worship. 

There were new hymns by writers who had 
no degrees in divinity, and the composers 
were of the modern school, who gave a de- 
cidedly florid touch to many of the scores. 
Every hymn ended in “‘ amen,” a fact which 
had already caused communicants of the 
old school to protest, for they declare that 
such a finale is ritualistic and is, too much 
like the services of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant Episcopal churches. 

The first to test the new hymnal was the 
Calvary church, at Seventh avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth street. 

Hardly had the service closed than an 
aged man approached the pastor, the Rev. 
.Dr. Charles L. Goodell, and asked him if 
he was aware of the fact that the “amen ”’ 
to Methodist hymns had stirred up grave 
dissensions among the churches of Ireland. 
He expressed surprise that such a thing 
should be instituted in this country. 

There is a feeling among some of the 
older followers of John Wesley that “ amen ’”’ 
should be spoken rather than surg. 

It is also a surprise to the conservative 
element to observe the scope which has 
been shown in the selection of hymns, for 
the 103 writers include Roman Catholics, 
Unitarians, Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
Moravians, Lutherans, and many whose 
exact religious status is not known.

MAY MODIFY ARGENTINE TARIFF. 


American Minister to B to Buenos Ayres Se- 
eures Reduction of Duties on 
Farm Machinery. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special. ]~— 
The United States is winning in its fight 
against the proposed imposition of a high 
duty by Argentina upon the repair parts of 
American agricuitural machinery. 

According to advices received today by the 
state department, Mr. Beaupre, the American 
minister to Buenos Ayres, and the Argentine 
minister of finance had a conference on the 
subject y¢sterday, and the minlster of finance 
expressed himself in favor of certain modifi- 
cations of the bill pending in the Argentine 
-oongress. | 

The probable effect of the proposed legisla- 
tion was ‘presented by Mr. Beaupre, and the 
injury itimight work to Argéntine farmers 
end importers was pointed qut, The minister 
of finance expressed himself favorable to 
such modification of the clausé as will satisfy 
the American importers. The minister also 
said he would be present at the meeting of 
the Argeritine senate committee in charge of 
the tariff bill.on Monday or Tuesday.

Advicesreceived here 
say the leading importers of Argentina be- 
lieve the matter will be eadiie ws we satisfac- 
torily. 


MANY DEAD MEN ARE COUNTED 
IN CLEVELAND PRIMARY. 


Investigation by Election Officials Dis- 
closes That Bedridden and Absent Re- 
publicans Were Voted. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 17.—[Special.])—To- 
day’s investigation of the charges of fraud 
at the recent republican primartes here dis- 
closes irregularities on the wést side, where 
in-some precincts among the voters were the 
names of men who have been dead for a 
year, men who have been bedridden for 
months, and men who have been absent from 
the city for a month. 

Secretary Haas of the board of elections 

said tonight that arrests would follow, and 
it fs expected that not only election officers 
but also polticians of prominence will be 
taken into custody. The investigation may 
decide the nomination of several candidates 
who were reported defeated. 

Seventeen out of 48 votes cast in precinct 
B of the Eighth ward were found to be fraud- 
ulent. Mr. Hopkins, of the board of elec- 
tions, is startled at conditions. 

“The result of our investigation,” he said, 
“shows the most astounding gonditions. I 
expect to find as many as fiffy fraudulent 
yotes in some precincts. The board of elec- 
tions is determined to go to the bottom of 
this thing, and any laws have been vio- 
lated and proper evidence secured prosecu- 
tions will be begun that will probably send 
some people to the state penitentiary.”

There were five children—Gussie, 22 years 
old; Fred, 18; Edith, 17; Hannah, 16; and 
Emile, 11. This summer only Gussie and 
Emile were at home. 

Two weeks ago Gussie’ had a quarrel with 
her mother. It ended with her declaring that 
she was going to leave home and board. The 
next day with the only clothes she had on 
her back she went down to a boarding house 
at One Hundred and Thirty-seventh street 
and Willow avenue. This is only a block or 
two from the factory, where she was eni- 
ployed as an embroidery trimmer. 


Had Started for Home, 

She told her friends she would go home 
last Wednesday night and get some clothes. 

She left her boarding house carrying with 
her a cheap suit case, the one found behind 
her dead body. 

Saturday at noon came the discovery of 
the body of an unknown woman, murdered 
and assaulted. The body lay in a black- 
berry thicket. Although the ground was 
muddy there was no mud on her clothing, 
except for a little on the backs of her shoes, 
which went to prove that she had been 
dragged into the thicket. The crime, how- 
ever, had been a shocking one. 

The coroner declares the girl had not died 
longer than twelve hours before the body 
was found. The belief is that she was way- 
laid, taken to some house nearby, detained, 
and later killed while defending her honor. 


FEVER FIGHTER IS STRICKEN. 


Doctor in Charge of New Orleans Sub- 
urban Infected District Taken 
Down with Scourge. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 17.—Among the 
new yellow fever cases is Dr. C. M. Shanely, 
the physician in charge of the district of 
Upper Barataria, in Jefferson parish. He re- 
ported the existence of the plague in that ter- 
ritory and was placed in charge by the state 
board of health. 

The state board is in receipt of requests 
from several localities in the state asking 
that experts be sent to diagnose suspicious 
cases of fever. Some of these come from sec- 
tions of the state which have heretofore been 
free of infection.

Quarantine Friction; Two Arrested. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 17.—As a result of the 
friction caused by the state quarantine 
against yellow fever infected points and the 
“open door’”’ policy of the city of Atlanta, 
two state inspectors, Frank Meador and 
Thomas Lynch, were arrested today by the 
city authorities and will be tried in the Re- 
corder’s court tomorrow. The chargeagainst 
them is a violation of the rules and regula- 
tions of the city board of health in refusing 
to unlock the doors of a Pullman car when 
ordered to do so by the city authorities. 

The hearing of the temporary injunction 
secured by the state board of health against 
interference with the state quarantine by 
the city authorities will take place tomorrow 
before Judge Pendleton. 


SEPTEMBER IS HEALTHY MONTH 


Chicago Death Rate Is Lower than in 
Any Other Year, with Excep- 
tion of 1904. 


The death rate in Chicago for the first 


half of September is the lowest since 1806,’ 


with the exception of September, 1004, ac- 
cording to the weekly report issued by the 
city health department. The report says 
in part: 

“Only by comparison with September of 
last year is the current month not entirely 
satisfactory from the standpoint of public 
health. The mortality rate for the first siz- 
teen days is 18.30 per thousand of the popu- 
lation. For the decade 1895-1904 inclusive 
the average rate was 13.95, or nearly 5 per 
cent higher. But for September, 1004, the 
rate was only 12.33, the lowest September 
rate on reeord. 

“The highest rate for the month, authen- 
tically recorded, wae 21.15, In 1884. Since 
then the rates have been 10.05, 17.33, 13.483, 
138.46. 18.71, 13.52, 13.50, 14.32, 13.93, 13.42, and 
12.388 for the respective years 1894-1004 in- 
clusive. The rate for the first half of the 
current month is thus seen to be next to the 
lowest on record. 

“The excess this month over the rate of 
September, 1904, is due almost entirely tothe 
mereased prevalence of the acute intestinal 


diseases among children under 5 years of 


age.”’

Though the courts of Spain, of Italy, and 
Bavaria have been placed in mourning by 
the death of the septuagendrian, Infanta 
Amelia, at the chatenu of Nymphenbursg, 
near Munich, yet it may be questioned 
whether her demise will not be looked upon 
in the ight of a happy nelease. For the in- 
fanta, a widow of Prince Adalbert (brother 
of the regent of Bavaria), and a sister-in- 
law of old Queen Isabella of Spain, has not 
only been afflicted for years with diabetes 
but also has been feeble minded. 

In her younger days she Was eccentric, 
almost to the point of insanity, and on one 
memorable occasion during a performance 
at the opera in Munich she suddenly, to the 
consternation of the tntire audience, made 
a desperate attempt to sit on the ballustrade 
of the royal box, with her feet hanging down- 
wards over the heads of the people below. 
It was only with the utmost difficulty that 
her ladies and gentlemen in waiting were 
able to induce her to withdraw from this ex- 
traordinary and perilous position and to re- 
tire, first of all, to her place and then from 
the box. 

More than once have her &éxtravagances 
of conduct led to serious discussion among 
the members of the reigning house of Ba- 
varia as to the necessity of placing her un- 
notably !when her crazy in- 
fatuation for a popylar German actor led to 
the suicide of his flamcée under peculiarly 
dramatic circumstances, the dead woman's 
letters being published and discussed 
throughout the length and breadth of Europe. 

It is only fair to state that the infanta 
was not altogether responsible for her ac- 
tions, and that she wag one of a family of 
brothers and sisters every one of whom 
furnished material for the ‘“ chronique scan- 
daleuse’’ of the courts of Europe. Three of 
her sisters, the Infantas Isabella, Louise, 
and Josephine, eloped with pefsons of non- 
royal rank, whom they subsequently mar- 
ried. Her fourth sister, Christine, the mother 
of the duke of Durcal, who attempted to foist 
a collection of questionable old masters upon 
the American public some years ago, was 
what they call in Spain a’ tonta,’’ or, in other 
words, an imbecile. Of her two brothers 
one was killed in a del which he forced 
upon the late Duke Montpensier, after win- 
ning unenviable distinction by securing im- 
munity from punishment for a conspiracy 
against his sister-in-law, Queen Isabella, by 
betraying his confederates. The other brother 
was the dwarf husband, orrather consort, of 
the late Queen Isabella.

The late infanta leaves a considerable num- 
ber of descendants in the shape of children 
and grandchildren. Her eldest son, Prince 
Louis Ferdinand of Bavaria, is a general ef 
cavalry and the leading acepucheur not 
merely of the kingdom of Bavaria but of the 
German empire, and has brought almost as 
many children into the world as his cousig, 
Duke Charles Theodore of Bavaria, the emi- 
nent oculist, has performed operations for 
cataract. 

Prince Louis Ferdinand is married to the 
Infanta Paz of Spain, sister of the late 
King Alfonso, that is.to say, his cousin, and 
their son in turn, young Prin¢tce Ferdinand 
of Bavaria, is now about to marry his first 
cousin, the only surviving sister of the pres- 


. ent king of Spain. 


Another son of the late infanta, Prinee 
Alphonse, is married to Princess Louise of 
Orleans. The eldest daughter, Isabella, is 
the gifted and popular duchess of Genoa, 
famous for her red hair, exquisite com- 
plexion, and remarkable athletic feats. The 
second, Princess Mivira, contracted a love 
match with Count: Wrbna, who, belonging 
to a mediatized family, is quaiified to mate 
on a footing of equality with the reigning 
houses of Hurope, while Princess Clara, an- 
other daughter, has repeatedly been described 
as engaged to the Bavarian multi-millionaire 
Baron Cramer-Kiett, an ironmaster of 
plebelan origin, who became converted to 
Catholicism) and spent ‘vast sums on the 
Catholic church in arder to remove the ob- 
stacles raised by her family to the marriage.

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 6.—It will be a long time, 
according to an authoritative announcement, 
before English folk will have another oppor- 
tunity of listening to a public recital of 
“The Human BEpic,’’ the great life work of 
John Frederic Rowbotham. The poem was 
recited by Mme. Roland, the sister-in-law 
of the poet whom injudicious friends have 
styled the “ Modern Homer.”” The ‘audience 
actually yawned over it, andin high dudgeon 
Mme. Roland, accompanied by the poet’s 
daughter, has betaken herself to Germany 
to try it on people whom she believes are 
far more intellectual than the English. The 
epic contains 10,000 lines. Its composition 
has occupied Mr. Rowbotham twenty-six 
years, which worked out at an average of one 
line a day. 

‘* At the end of this time,” says Mr. Row- 
botham, “ I may be permitted to believe that 
I know something about epic poetmy, and 
that after writing thousands of lines I know 
how to write it.’’ Here are a couple of lines 
which show how he writes it: 

Here crawled the scallop; there the shining clam 
With everlasting flapping of his paddles swam, 

Surely there is something tragic in a life 
time devoted to the production of stuff of 
this sort. There are things, no doubt, which 
Mr. Rowbotham can do as well as other men.

According to Robert Ross, editor of Oscar 
Wilde’s posthumous work, ** De Profundis,” 
the unfortunate author had long been better 
appreciated in Germany than by his own 
countrymen: Mr. Ross says he was pre- 
vailed upon to bring out a German edition of 
the work: by its learned and enthusiastic 
translator, Dr. Meyerfield, who “ was speak- 
ing for a German public, which, rightly or 
wrongly, had long acclaimed Oscar Wilde as 
one of the most distinguished Englishmen of 
letters in the nineteenth century. 

** Indeed,”” adds Mr. Ross, “‘ Germany for 
the last ten years has accorded him a posi- 
tion which, even in the days of his pros- 
perity, was never yielded to him by his Eng- 
lish critics, nor by his own contemporaries, 
Only’ a few of our younger writers antici- 
pated foreign-opinion, and their views were 
regarded as illusions of youth.’’ 

It was because the more philosophical 
German readers made a discrimination be- 
tween the man and the writer which the 
British public seemed incapable of that the 
German edition contains a more complete re- 
production of the original manuscript than 
the English edition or the American one.

NEW BOOKS. 


So called occult phenomena are receiving 
attention in the present day from scientists 
and specialists of a class who a few years ago 
would have thought it a waste of time'to give 
serious study to such subjects. The growth 
of theosophy and the belief in spirit commu- 
nications have been so rapid that men of 
science have been compelled to inquire into 
the data of these cults which a few years ago 
were, regarded in scientific circles as mere 
vagaries of minds untrained in accurate ob- 
servation and reasoning. Probably the two 
most notable books recently issued bearing 
on occult phenomena are “SCIDNCE AND A 
FUTURE LIFE ” (Herbert B. Turner & Co., 
Boston), by Prof. James H. Hyslop, Ph. D., 
LL. D., late professor of ethics at Columbia 
university, and “METAPHYSICAL PHE- 
NOMENA,” by J. Maxwell, doctor of medi- 
cine, and deputy attorney of the Court of Ap- 
peals, Bordeaux, France. 

Prof. Hyslop’s book deals largely with phe- 
nomena observed by or reported to the Amer- 
ican Society of Psychical Research. ‘With- 
out committing himself to the theory that 
these phenomena are produced by disem- 
bodied spirits, Prof. Hyslop cites much evi- 
dence which believers in spirit return will 
regard as convincing proof of the correctness 
of their theory. He handles the subject in 
a fair and judicial manner, making as much 
allowance as he believes is reasonable for 
fraud, conscious or unconscious, on the part 
of mediums; His book is interesting for its 
eareful attention to detail in reeording and 
considering phenomena, but its perusal is 
not likely to make any converts either to or 
from the belief in spirit communication. 

Dr. Maxwell's book (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
New York) Is quite a large volume and has 
an interesting preface by Charles Richet, 
member of the Academy of Medicine and 
professor of physiology in the Faculty of 
Medicine, Paris. The examples of phenomena 
cited are interesting and most of them seem- 
ingly well authenticated. Dr. Maxwell does 
not commit himself to the belief in spirit re- 
turn, but at the same time he is severe in his 
criticism of those scientists who assert all 
mediums are either conscious or unconscious 
frauds. In the introduction to the English 
translation of the book Sir Oliver Lodge ex- 
presses confidence in the competence,’ impar- 
and good faith of Dr. Maxwell and 
thanks him, on the part of English inv estiga- 
‘for the single minded pertinacity and 
strenuous devotion with which he has pur- 
sued the difficult and still nebulous task. 
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The true policy of reciprocity between the 
United States and Canada relates to mat- 
ters of literature as well as commerce. A 
spirit of provincialism on either side would 
he a disadvantage to both An ample 
volume. of “ SPEERGHES AND ~AD- 
DRESSES,” by John Charlton, for over 
thirty years a. member of the dominion 
parliament, is a book that might well find 
many readers on this side of the line. A 
strong, broad minded, sagacious student of 
publie affairs, he has had much to do as a 
practical» statesman in shaping the policy 
of his country, especially in matters of 
commanding interest, as the transcontinen- 
tamrailway, taxation, protection, and reci- 
procity, currency, and political corruption. 
Among other topics treated by him in these 
addresses are Sabbath observance, 
man’s view of Christian evidences, condi- 
tions of success in life, Abraham Lincoln, 
David Livingstone, Washington, and Ameri- 
can humor. Mr. Chariton, of English 
parentage, was born in the state of New 
York and early migrated across the line, :

for a man who can afford it to bet $10,000 on 


a horse to win $500.’’ 

This. is the philosophy of “ Chicago” 
O’Brien, the newest and nerviest plunger on 
the turf. It is the belief of a man who has 
run three or four small bills .up to more. 
than $100,000. 

“TI put up $7,000 on that horse Sysonby 
to win $500 in the Century stakes. It was a 
cinch from first to last. The odds might 
just as well have been 1 to 100, I wish I had 
such a chance every day in the year.” 

Then the stocky little Irishman walked off 
to the betting ring to collect his winnings. 


O’Brien a Cool Plunger. 

“Chicago” O'Brien is the latest and most 
frigid of turf plungers. While the mob was 
roaring around him and jumping’ up and 
down in senseless delirium like popcorn on a 
hot skillet, he was gazing through his big 
glasses with eyes that did not betray a gleam 
of excitement. O’Brien has the square jaw 
of a pugilist. He has a shrewd, intelligent 
face, with keen eyes that seem to look you 
from head to toe without shifting. He 
dresses well, but makes little attempt at per- 
sonaladornment. He looks at the world from 
under the slouched brim of an old Panama 
hat. He is shy in conversation and almost 
diffident, but there is nothing undecided in 
the swift way in which he makes up his 
mind as to the qualifications of a horse. 

O’Brien is notable in his methods.. He 
employs no ‘‘clockers” nor “ inside men.” 
In the morning he studies the day's race pro- 
gram and makes up his mind that if cer- 
tain conditions hold good he will bet on 
certain horses. He goes to the track with 
these horses in mind. He watches keenly the 
exercise gallops and the appearance of. the 
horses in the paddock, and often after a 
short study ofthe situation he utterly re- 
verses his judgment of the morning. He 
seldom talks to anybody but the bookmakers, 
and then talks money. 


Modest About Stories. 


O’Brien denies he isa plunger. “’ There are 
a dozen men who wager more money than I 
do,"”” he said. But those who have watched . 
him tell a different story. 

It. was from the poolrooms of Pittsburg 
that the late “ Pittsburg Phil” received his 
name. “Chicago” O’Brien graduated like- 
wise from poolrooms in Chicago. 

It is said that in his younger days O’Brien 
was a bricklayer. He began betting on the 
races in a small way in O’Leary’s poolroom. 
His first bets were not over $5, but as he will 
tell you it requires more nerve to make such 
bets when you cannot afford it than to make 
$1,000 bets when you can. 

He made a few lucky strikes and then 
graduated from the poolrooms to the race- 
tracks. By this time h@ had developed 
shrewd judgment of form that enabled him 
to pick many winners. 


Will Not Break Ring. ° 


**T do not feel,”’ O’Brien said, * that Ihave 
a mission to break the ring. I am simply try- 
ing to get along in a humble way and enjoy, 
myself at the track. I have a little roll laid | 
away for a rainy day, and that lets me out. 
I like racing for the sport of it, and I try to 
pay my way as I go. I suppose some day I 
will leave the game, and I hope it will be 
before I am broke. 

“I do not think a man ought te bet large 
amounts conspicuously at the track. Per- 
sonally, I object to publicity of any kind. It 
does no good and might stimulate others to 
disastrous efforts, For that-reason I do not 
like to talk of my winnings or losings. 


‘ Keeps Affairs te Himself. 

‘T have not had many followers simply be- 
cause I have kept my affairs to myself and do 
not care to exploit them through the news- 
papers. 

“The average man stands a poor chance 
winning at the race game, becausé he does 
not make a study of the conditions and of 
the horses. If he isa working man he retains 
his position and makes betting a side issue. 


\It is my opinion this can never be done suc~ 


cessfully. 

There is only one way to make money bet- 
ting on the races. That is by relying solely 
upon your own judgment and make that 
judgment as sound as possible by deep study 
of the horses and conditions of each’ race. 
Then, again, a man should bet only in-pro- 
portion to his capital. It was a long time be- 
fore I learned this lesson. 

“I have lost as many as a dozen rare bets 
hand running and nothing ever was said of 
them, but let me make a winning that will 
bring me even and the event is chronicled by 
every newspaper with the chances the stew- 
ards will comment upon it adversely. Book- 
makers do not care much for the money of 
bettors who study the chances. They like 
the other fellows who rush at a tip like a bass 
at-a trolling spoon. 


“Legitimate Business.” 


“At the same time I will say frankly I 
consider expert betting on horse races to be 
just as legitimate as any other business, 
provided it is practiced in an upright and 
honest manner. 

“ They talk about the nerve it requires to 
put Big bets down on the races. There is no 
nerve about it if you are playing on book- 
makers’ money. 

‘It does not take half as much nerve to 
do that as it does for pikers and smal] clerks 
and women typewriters to place their week’s 
salary on a race and then see it go up the 
spout.”’ 

‘' What is the biggest bet you ?? 
O’Brien was asked. eee ee 

* Ldo not know,”’ he replied, slowly, squint- 
binoculars, “‘and if I remembered Fgmadles: 
not talk about it. I am not in the business 
for notoriety. The stewards do not like it; 
and I do not blame them. I do not travel 
with a bras# band. I go about the track 
quietly and bet quietly, like hundreds of 
other turf patrons.”’ 

“ Would you rather bet on the horses than 
to own them, Mr. O’Brien?’’ 

“oO, yes. I would rather the other fellow 
would pay for the horses’ keép and training, 
and let me simply watch them in the paddock 
or on the track, 

“I do not like to moralize on racing or 
racetrack betting. I will say, how ever, that 
I would hate to start all over again and be 
obliged to make my living on my winnings. 
As a general thing it is a good game for the 
average man to steer clear of unless he has a 
fortune to lose and enjoys losing it.’’
